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Put Teeth in Procedure 


(Pasadena Star-News) 

Sweeping revision of California criminal 
laws, to make criminal procedure more effec- 
tive, was endorsed by unanimous vote of. dis- 
trict attorneys of the state, in state conven- 
tion at Wawona. This action followed a stir 
ring presentation of the menace of crime and. 
criminals by Major Walter K. Tuiler, of Los 
Angeles, chairman of the State Commission 
for the Code.of Criminal Procedure. The code 
now in foree is recognized by district attor- 
neys as antiquated and inadequate to the 
needs of the state in the constant battle with 
criminality. The commission, which is headed 
by Major Tuller, has formulated a tentative 
revision embracing eleven points. These 
range from providing that three-fourths of a 
jury may bring in a verdict in any criminal 
case not involving the death penalty, to a 
provisions ‘that any person convicted of carry- 
ing without a permit a eoncealed deadly 
weapon shall be guilty of a felony. Other 


proposed changes are: Authorization for a 
judge to comment on the facts submitted to 
the jury—this oftentimes would eleAr up ob 


securities and misconceptions among jurymen 
and would lead to quick verdicts in accord- 
ance with law. The right to waive trial by 
jury through agreement between defense and 
prosecution—this should save much ‘time and 
expense, and should bring swifter verdicts. 
Probation to be given only to first offenders— 
this should bring reform where it is needed— 
abuse of the probationing prerogative. Fur- 
thermore, probation not ‘to be granted in any 
cireumstances if convicted person carries 
deadly weapon. These restrictions on carry- 
ing deadly concealed weapons should effect 
wholesome reforms. 

Another reformative proposal is that no 
person sentenced to life imprisonment is to 
be given parole until a minimum term of 
twenty-five years has been served. 

Other proposals would expedite processes in 
criminal eourts, simplify procedure and make 
enforeement of law more effective. 

California sorely needs these proposed bet- 
terments. With the support of the judges, 
lawyers, district attorneys, civic and patrioti« 
organizations and the people in general, these 
reforms should be brought to a consumma- 
tion as quickly as action ean be had by the 
legislature.

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Detours 


(Pomona Bulletin) 

One of the sorrows of motoring is to see the 
sign ‘‘Detour’’ conspicuously placed across 
some highway, and warning the traveler that 
he must go around by some longer distance. 
With the touring season at its height, and 
with an enormous amount of road work be- 
ing done, this unpleasant notice will be ob- 
served more frequently than ever. 

And yet the same people who kick if they 
are sent around on a detour, because the roads 
are being greatly improved for their benefit, 
will also kick still more vigorously if the 
roads are not improved. If they do not want 
detours, the motorists can avoid many of them 
by throwing their influence against highway 
reconstruction, but this of course will not do. 
They must take the bitter with the sweet. 

In the more developed regions the detour 
may run over good roads. But when the trav- 
elers get out into the ordinary country, the 
detour will sometimes take them over some 
rough roads and it may delay them consid- 
erably. 

To avoid detours, the reconstruction is of- 
ten so handled that one side of the road is 
completed at a time, leaving one side always 
open for traffic. But sometimes under this. 
plan the side over which the travel goes gets 
into a terribly rough state, and it must be 
injurious to machines, and the drivers woul] 
have preferred to go some miles out of their 
way rather than expose their expensive cars 
to this strain.

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Still Seeking Soldiers in France 


and Germany 


(San Bernardino Sun) 

The German birth rate is declining. It has 
fallen to 20.4 per 1000. The rate in France 
is 19.4. There is not a great difference in 
only one in a thousand. For practically a 
century the rate in France has been far below 
that in Germany. That has been a cause of 
continued alarm. Viewing the matter solely 
from a military point of view, the number 
of possible soldiers was increasing in Germany 
faster than in France. As war between the 
two countries has for a long time been the 
thing their national policies have been found- 
ed upon, this inereasing preponderance of the 
traditional enemy was alarming. It showed 
strongly during the late war in the greater 
number of Soldiers Germany was able to put 
in the field. 

Franée is giving special awards for large 
families. This is not beeaue she needs more 
people to till her soil or occupy unoccupied 
lands, She is over-populated already. So is 
Germany. Her sole object in desiring more 
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births is to get more soldiers. The idea of be- 
ing strong for war is an obsession of the whole 
nation, especially to be so in comparison with 
Germany. As for ‘the latter, in spite of her 
declining birth rate, her population has in- 
creased from 315 per square mile to 341. She 
needed some place for her surplus population 
to go before the war, a ‘‘place in the sun.”’ 
She has no need whatever of an increase in 
population. She would be economically better 
off with a decrease. 
Both Germany and France would be less 
likely to.go to war if they had fewer people 
than more. If they thought more in terms 
of a high standard of living and good wages 
for their workers and less in terms of war, 
they would progress more rapidly towards 
monetary stability’ and national prosperity.

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Help Protect Our Fruit 
Santa Ana Register) 


There was a time when there was no harm 
in picking an orange from an orchard along- 
side the road. That was a long time ago. 
Conditions have changed; the gathering of an 
oceasional orange for the sake of a bit of re- 
freshment may not be objectionable in itself, 
but when an orange or two is multiplied into 
dozens for each and every automobile party 
that selects one’s orehard for a picnic visit, 
the taking of oranges beeomes larceny of a 
serious nature. 

And there is no more reason why Orange 
County orchardists should sit meekly by ani 
allow the product of their toil and money to 
be s‘olen than there is why a merchant should 
smile over pilfering by shoplifters. 

In the past four or five years, the raiding 
of orchards by wholesale has become a regular 
business. Trucks are operated out of Los 
Angeles at night, and fruit is picked and 
loaded onto trucks. Beans have been stolen 
in just the same way. Avocado growers have 
also been heavy sufferers from those who 
make a business of stealing Orange County 
fruit. 

We have heard of the thief who would 
steal anything but a red-hot stove; some of 
these raiders would steal the trees if they 
were loose. 

The orchardists are entitled to every possi- 
ble assistance from the citizens of the county 
in general in protecting théir crops. The 
sheriff and his office have co-operated fully; 
and stand ready to respond to any call that 
may lead to the capture of thieves. 

When anyone sees anything pointing to a 
theft of fruit, walnuts or field products, the 
information should be sent immediately to 
the sheriff’s office.

Stock certificates of the Stand- 
ard Oil Company of California 
have been despatched to 12,000 
employees who, through the opera- 
tion of the company’s stock in- 
vestment and savings plan have ac- 
quired 481,976 shares of company 
stock with a present market value 
of $28,000,000. 

The plan was initiated by the 
company five years ago for the 
purpose of assisting employees to 
become. stockholders and to en- 
courage thrift. Under the. plan 
the employee was permitted to ap- 
ply up to 20 per cent of his salary 
to the purchase of stock. The 
amount he specified was deducted 


pany, from its own-funds added, 
as a bonus, the sum of fifty cents. 
As sums sufficient for the pur- 
chase of shares of stock were ac- 
cumulated, the company issued the 
stock from its treasury to the 
trustees for account of the em- 
ployee. Current dividends from 
this stock were applied to stock 
purchases. 


The plan was suspended Decem- 
ber 31st last; owing to certain con- 
ditions arising from the consolida- 
tion of the Standard Oil Company 
and the Pacific Oil Company. Dur- 
ing its four years and seven 
months of active operation the par- 
ticipating employees saved about 
$15,750,000. To this the company 
added more than $7,750,000. Thru 
dividends and the sale of rights 
the employees accumulated approx- 
imately $2.300,000 more, making a 
total of nearly $26,000,000. The 
market value of the stock purchas- 
ed is now about $28,000,000. 

To participate the employee had 
to have one year of service with 
the company. Of those eligible to 
participation 85.77 per cent took 
part in the plan. The maximum 
pay roll deduction permitted was 


20 per cent of compensation. The 
average deduction was 17.54 per 
cent. 


In a statement issued in San 
Francisco, K. R. Kingsbury, presi- | 
dent of the Standard Oil Company 
of California, said: 


“The result of this great experi- 
ment in thrift and in stock pur- 
chase by employees is very gratify- 
ing to the management of the 
company.

Record crops of grapes, ap- 


ples, peaches, pears and plums 
in California and the entire 
country are indicated in the 
report of federal and state 
Statistics received by H. J. Wil- 
der, farm advisor. The in- 
creased crops are due to fa- 
vorable weather conditions and 
to the large gain in acreage 
for diversified farming in Cali- 
fornia, it is stated in the re- 
port, released by BR. N. New- 
ton, director of the agricul- 
tural department of the Cali- 
fornia Development  <Associa- 
tion. 

Carry-overs of all California 
dried fruits are cleaned up for 
the first time in five years and 
canners have sold their entire 
stock of fruits. This will leave 
a large volume of fresh fruit 
to be moved, and growers are 
watching with interest the 
proceedings of the 
Coast 
ory Board at the meeting on 
June 18 in Sacramento. 

Growers and shippers will 
present their needs for re- 
frigerator cars at this meeting 
and ‘the railroad representa- 
tives are expected to report 
the probabalities of handling 
a record movement of, perisha- 
ble freight. It is asserted by 
different shipping authorities 
that many tons of grapes re- 
mained on ‘the vines last year 
beeause of a ear shortage 
in some vicinities of the state. 
Through a better standariza- 
ticn of ear equipment and 
plans now made by railroads 
to handle a heavy perishable 
movement, traffic officials an- 
‘ticipate no. car shortage this 
year. 

In California during the past 
year there has been an _ in- 
erease in the bearing acreage 
of 10 per cent in peaches, 13 
per cent in pears and 11 per 
eent in prunes.
